University Park man 
sentenced to probation 
in death of dog waiker

Sitting in her home next to unopened Christ- 
mas gifts, Patricia Punches expressed outrage 
Wednesday that the great-grandfather who 
killed her son after his puppy urinated on the 
man’s lawn wouldn’t spend a day in prison. 

“I think what happened is a travesty” said 
Punches, 53, of Park Porest. “The system failed; 
it failed; it failed.” 

Her son Joshua Punches, 23, was slain in May 
after a confrontation that started when his girl- 
friend’s fox terrier, Gucci, urinated on 69 -year- 
old Charles Clements’ University Park lawn. A 
jury in October convicted Clements of second- 
degree murder. 

He could have faced up to 20 years in prison. 
Instead, Judge Daniel Rozak, who last year sen- 
tenced a spectator to three weeks in jail for loud- 
ly yawning in his courtroom, ordered Clements 
to serve four years of probation. 

“This is not justice,” said Gail Williams, one of 
Joshua’s aunts. “It’s unbelievable to know that in 
this day and age, you can follow a person down 


the street, pull a gun ... kill a man, get charged 
with second-degree murder and walk out of a 
courtroom {with probation}.” 

Prosecutors requested prison time for Cle- 
ments but will not appeal the sentence, saying in 
a statement that Rozak is “an excellent judge and 
we respect his decision.” 

Rozak said the slaying wasn’t about a puppy 
urinating on Clements’ manicured lawn but 
“about {Clements’} reaction ... to being yelled at, 
pushed and punched in the face by a 23 -year-old 
man.” 

Daniel CoUins, an attorney for Clements, said 
the sentence was the right one under the law and 
circumstances of the case. 

On May 9, Clements took a break from 
watching a tape of the 1986 Chicago Bears Super 
Bowl game to escort his wife to her car, carrying 
a loaded .45-caliber pistol in his pocket. As he sat 
on the porch waiting for her to return from the 
post office. Punches walked past. 

Clements testified at trial that Punches 
looked up at him “with a smug and defiant look 
on his face” and let the dog urinate on his lawn. 
He decided to confront Punches because he had 
been finding “stool deposits in my yard and on 
the sidewalk.” 

“I suspected he might be the person,” Clem- 


ents said. “I told him, ‘You are supposed to clean 
up after your animal.’ ” 

Clements said he was hoping to talk with 
Punches when he left his porch and followed 
Punches down the street. Instead, the two men 
argued, and Clements showed Punches the gun 
he was carrying in his overalls. 

The argument escalated after Punches said, 
“Old man, if you pull a gun on me you better 
plan on using it.” Pventually Punches, who was 
unarmed, punched Clements once in the face, 
according to trial testimony 

Punches was standing motionless, Clements 
testified, when he pulled out his gun and opened 
fire. Punches was shot once in the abdomen in 
front of his aunt’s house, on the street where he 
learned to ride a bike and walked to school as a 
child. 

The father of two stumbled down the street 
to the sidewalk outside his mother’s old house, 
which he and his girlfriend recently had fixed up 
and moved into, while Clements tried to rack 
another round. 

“I saw the love of my life shot on the ground, 
and our children saw their father in pain,” said 
Punches’ girlfriend, Lakita Scott, at an earlier 
hearing. She gave birth to Punches’ third child 
after his death.

That means no diets that cut out comfort foods or insist I 
work out every single day That’s just not realistic or sustainable. 

Instead, I’ve found a lifestyle that includes healthy food to keep me 
strong, unhealthy food to keep me sane and exercise to bridge the gap 
between the two. And I really am happy with myself

R. Kelly is in his element, striding around the 
log cabin-inspired living room of his Olympia 
Fields home about an hour south of down- 
town Chicago. 

Wearing black horn-rimmed glasses, a 
velvet jacket and a starchy green bow tie, 
he’s making sure every person in the room— 
music industry insiders, friends and other 
guests— is holding a glass of Champagne at 
this party to celebrate his new concept al- 
bum, “Love Letter,” which dropped earlier 
this month. 

The record is a significant departure from 
Kelly’s signature style, swapping his over-the- 
top baby-making music for a chaste, romantic 
approach closer to the soul numbers he ad- 


mired growing up. 

In the dim lighting, Kelly even looks like an 
artist from a bygone era. The art on his album, 
in which Kelly wears formal attire and sings 
into vintage microphones, makes one won- 
der: Has the singer who brought us “Ignition” 
done a complete U-turn from the hits that 
made him famous and stoked his scandalous 
reputation? Is the Kelly who titillated us with 
the Jerry Springer-esque, soapy “Trapped in 
the Closet” gone for good? 


The answer is not so simple, RedEye 
learned during a one-on-one interview with 
the notoriously media-shy Kelly during his 
holiday party last week. 

“I feel Hke it’s time for me to show the 
world who I am,” said Kelly, who barely has 
spoken to the media since his 2008 acquittal 
on child pornography charges. 

“Sometimes, people record my words and 
they misquote me,” he said of his tenuous 
relationship with the media. “They make me 


look different than I am. I Hke to talk to peo- 
ple. I’m very approachable. I’m not just this 
person who does nothing but work and am 
this mad scientist in the studio.” 

But the mad scientist definitely has been 
at work. For the past two years, Kelly said, he 
has been trapped in a “musical time machine,” 
re-creating the ’50s and ’60s era of soul he ad- 
mired growing up. 

The result, “Love Letter,” is being lauded by 
critics and fans aHke. It’s near the top of sev-

Jackson’s posthumous release, “Michael,” in 
the R&B and Hip-hop category 

In addition to a “Love Letter” tour set to 
launch in about three months, Kelly told Red- 
Eye he will release the already recorded “Love 
Letter i: The Next Page” within the next year. 
He also has more plans for the “Trapped in the 
Closet” series of songs and videos. 

Kelly who has collaborated with Jay-Z, Fat 
Joe and others, said he briefly fretted that 
“Love Letter” “would make me look old or 
out of date,” and alienate the rap artists who 
have worked with him in the past for his radio 
hits. 

“Don’t get me wrong; I love hip-hop and I 
love hip-hop artists,” Kelly said. “I call what’s 
on the radio now the meat and potatoes of 
music. But we need to add the vegetables.” 

Kelly is one of the few artists who could 
credibly make a vintage album such as “Love 


Letter” and still achieve impressive sales, said 
music producer Vince Lawrence, a longtime 
friend of Kelly’s who also attended the party 
Lawrence, who has worked with Beyonce and 
Whitney Houston in his 25-year career, said 
“Love Letter” is more reflective of Kelly’s 
real-life personality than his image as an R&B 
bad boy 

But getting music audiences to accept a dif- 
ferent image of Kelly may be an uphill battle, 
despite the singer’s effort to engage them di- 
rectly through Twitter. 

Kelly’s pop culture image took a severe bat- 
tering in 20 02 when he was charged with child 
pornography in connection with an alleged 
sexual encounter with a minor. 

Though Kelly was found not guilty in 2008, 
his reputation has not fully recovered, accord- 
ing to the results of a popular celebrity likabil- 
ity poll conducted in October. His celebrity 
marketing appeal on a scale of o to 100 sits 


at 20, according to e-Poll Market Research 
spokesman Randy Parker, who added that 
Kelly is considered “creepy” by 39 percent of 
survey respondents, a number exceeded by 
only three other musicians: Marilyn Manson, 
Amy Winehouse and Alice Cooper. 

Tvette Caslin, executive editor of Atlan- 
ta-based entertainment magazine Rolling 
Out, said she’s not surprised that Kelly whom 
she considers a music legend, still is stigma- 
tized. 

“I think {Kelly} is more of a Rick James,” 
Caslin said, referencing the deceased, sub- 
stance-abusing, notoriously womanizing funk 
star. “I think artists like will.i.am or even 
Akon are getting the attention Kelly would 
be getting if not for the scandal that follows 
him.” 

Jermaine Hall, editor-in-chief at Vibe 
magazine, said Kelly can rise even higher in 
pop stature through this current album and 


stepped-up social networking. 

“Younger fans don’t know his entire cata- 
logue or his personality because he hasn’t 
been out there as much,” Hall said. “This is 
the chance for newer fans to get to know who 
he is.” 

Who he is, Kelly told RedEye, is a “musi- 
cal director.” He compared himself to Steven 
Spielberg, saying that while “Love Letter” is a 
dimension of his persona, he also will contin- 
ue to cultivate his image from the “Chocolate 
Factory” and “12 Play” albums. 

Kelly smiled as he recounted that, like 
“Love Letter,” “Trapped in the Closet”— the 
multi-chapter cult hit that evolved to include 
a little person, triangulated extramarital af- 
fairs and a pimp with a stuttering problem— 
once was considered a career risk. 

“The label didn’t want me to do it,” Kelly 
said. “But look how that turned out.”

Firefighters honor 
Corey Ankum, one of 
two killed last week

On Wednesday, firefighters from throughout 
the Chicago area marked their third day of 
commemorating a fallen colleague. 

This time, they gathered to honor Corey 
Ankum, whom friends and co-workers called 
a promising addition to the department 
since he started about a year ago. 

“One is too many It’s very tough on ev- 
eryone,” Chicago 
Fire Commissioner 
Bob Hoff said of the 
strain of planning and 
attending multiple 
memorials for Ankum 
and fallen fireman Ed- 
ward Stringer. 

Hundreds of fire- 
fighters and Ankum’s 
former colleagues with the Chicago police 
—he had done a short stint with the force— 
made their way to Apostolic Church of God 
on the South Side to salute and pray for him 
at his visitation service. 

Ankum and Stringer were killed Dec. 22 
after a roof collapsed on them, in what was 
the deadliest blaze for Chicago firefighters 
in more than a decade. Seventeen others 
were injured. 

The back-to-back memorials this week 
have been emotionally difficult, all the more 
reason for colleagues to lean on one another 
for moral support, said Tom Ryan, president 
of the city’s firefighters union. 

“It’s been a horrendous week for all of us,” 
Ryan said. “We still have our jobs to do, and 
it just makes it difficult when something 
likes this weighs as heavily as it does.” 

Firefighters from departments on the East 
Coast, who earlier this week were unable to 
make the trip because of weather conditions, 
came to support Ankum and his loved ones. 
The hundreds of canceled flights didn’t stop 
groups of firefighters from Boston and Buf- 
falo from finding other ways to get to Chi- 
cago to pay tribute to the two firemen. 

A handful of New York City Fire Depart- 
ment officials whose flight was canceled ear- 
lier this week said they caught the first plane 
they could out of LaGuardia Airport. “It’s 


the least we can do especially since there was 
so much support from all over the world” af- 
ter Sept. II, 2001 , New York City firefighter 
Mike Krol said. 

Tower Ladder 34 Capt. Stan Pavilonis said 


he remembers how eager Ankum was when 
he started at the firehouse. “Since he came 
out of the academy he was an aggressive 
guy” Pavilonis said. “He came out with a lot 
of respect. He wanted to learn.”

Teen charged with 
killing off-duty officer 

A Chicago teenager was charged 
Wednesday night in the slaying of 
Chicago Police Officer David Blake, who 
was shot last month in his SUV on the 
Southwest Side, authorities said.

Prosecutor: Jackson doctor 
planning suicide defense

LOS ANGELES The judge in the involuntary 
manslaughter case against Dr. Conrad Mur- 
ray on Wednesday approved a plan to allow 
defense lawyers to test residue from syringes 
and an intravenous drip found in pop star Mi- 
chael Jackson’s home after his June 25, 2009, 
death. 

During the court hearing, one of Murray’s 
attorneys, J. Michael Flanagan, alleged that 
coroner’s officials should have done “quanti- 
tative” analysis of the items to help determine 
“the means of who injected Jackson” with the 
powerful drugs that killed him. 

Murray told investigators he injected the 
singer with sufficient amounts of propofol to 
help him sleep the night of his death, but de- 
nied administering concentrations found in 
Jackson’s blood cited by investigators, which 
amounted to levels used in major surgery 

“The theory that they’re running with is 
Michael Jackson killed himself,” Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney David Walgren said. 

The preliminary hearing for Murray is 



set to begin Tuesday and is expected to 
last about two weeks. He remains free on 
$75,000 bond. 

Also Wednesday, executors of Michael 
Jackson’s estate asked the Discovery Channel 
to cancel a program re-enacting the singer’s 
autopsy, calling it “in shockingly bad taste.”
